POLICE  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT. 


The  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  effected  their  annual  organ- 
ization March  7,  1896,  and  elected  for  the  ensuing  year  J.  E. 
Gardner,  chairman,  and  H.  W.  Anderson,  clerk. 

The  first  Tuesday  evening  in  each  month  has  found  the  Board 
in  session  at  Police  Headquarters,  for  the  hearing  of  any  com- 
plaints and  the  transaction  of  such  business  as  might  present  itself. 

Orders  upon  the  Town  Treasurer  to  the  amount  of  ^2,703.32 
have  been  given  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  department.  The 
items  of  expense  are  included  in  the  report  of  the  Town 
Treasurer. 

The  preservation  of  good  order  by  means  of  efficient  police  ser- 
vice, and  with  the  co-operation  of  our  citizens,  has  been  the  first 
care  of  the  Board.  It  is  felt  that  the  ortler  has  been  exceptionally 
good  the  past  year. 

The  problem  of  disposing  of  the  overwhelming  number  of 
tramps  that  nightly  apply  to  Police  Headquarters  for  lodging  has 
engaged  the  earnest  attention  of  the  Board,  but  so  far  without  any 
satisfactory  solution.  Fostered  by  the  towns  near  us  on  the  line  of 
the  railroad,  it  has  not  seemed  best  to  turn  these  vagrants  loose  to 
seek  shelter  on  the  premises  of  our  own  citizens.  Neither  has  it 
seemed  wise  to  put  a  premium  on  vagrancy  by  employing  them  in 
work  rightfully  belonging  to  industrious  citizens  of  our  own  town. 
It  is  hoped  a  plan  may  be  devised  for  ridding  the  town  of  some  of 
these  nuisances.

The  eighth  article  in  the  Town  Warrant  is  to  see  if  the  town  will 
vote  to  pay  the  firemen  for  fighting  brush  fires.  We  have  had  nine 
brush  fires  the  past  year,  one  lasting  six  days,  and  requiring  men 
there  all  the  time,  night  and  day.  The  firemen  cannot  afford  to 
lose  so  much  time  with  the  pay  they  get. 

The  apparatus  under  my  care  is  in  good  condition,  with  the 
exception  of  the  steamer,  which  will  have  to  have  some  repairs 
this  spring.  I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  purchase  of  500 
feet  of  hose. 

My  acknowledgments  are  hereby  made  to  the  Board  of  Engi- 
neers and  members  of  the  department  for  their  advice  in  the  suc- 
cess of  the  department.

THE  ROBINSON  SEMINARY. 


PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT. 

To  THE  Trustees  of  Robinson  Seminary  : 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  progress  in  all  departments  of  the 
school. 

The  oi)ening  of  the  new  school  year  in  September  was  marked 
by  a  large  increase  of  pupils  in  the  academic  department.  The 
accessions  made  necessary  and  possible  important  changes  in  the 
corps  of  teachers.  For  several  years  the  number  of  pupils  seated 
in  the  academic  room  has  been  increasing,  and  additional  seating 
room  has  been  provided  from  year  to  year.  In  September  it  was 
found  impossible  to  seat  the  increased  number  and  have  any  room  for 
the  work  of  recitations.  A  re-organization  of  the  entire  school  in 
respect  to  seating  became  necessary.  The  preparatory  department 
was  accordingly  accommodated  in  the  two  rooms  upon  the  lower 
floor.  The  new  class  in  the  academic  room  was  assigned  to  the 
room  formerly  occupied  by  the  third  and  fourth  classes,  and  the 
care  of  the  room  given  to  Miss  Rice.  An  additional  teacher  in  the 
academic  department  was  found  to  be  an  imperative  necessity.  I 
accordingly  secured  the  services  of  Miss  Alice  Norton  Dike,  a  recent 
graduate  of  Smith  College.  She  has  been  assigned  the  work  in 
Natural  Science,  formerly  done  by  the  I'rincipal,  and  teaches  several 
classes  in  Mathematics. 

At  the  opening  of  the  new  year,  Mr.  Faulhaber  returned  to  the 
school  in  enfeebled  health.  After  several  weeks  of  effort  to  do  his 
accustomed  work,  he  was  granted  a  vacation  by  your  board.  In 
accordance  with  your  instructions  I  secured  Miss  Mary  C.  Hum- 
phrey, a  graduate  of  IJoston  University,  to  take  up  Mr.  Faulhaber's 
work. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  school  year,  Mr.  Frank  Ikigham  resigned 
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his  position  as  Janitor,  and  Mr.  Daniel  Fisher  came  as  his  suc- 
cessor. Through  Mr.  Fisher's  skill  and  energy  we  have  been  able 
to  continue  the  work  of  internal  improvement  begun  in  the  past. 
The  biological  laboratory  has  been  fitted  up  with  new  tables  made 
by  the  Janitor,  and  the  studio  and  French  and  German  room 
have  been  painted  in  plain  and  substantial  colors ;  and  the  furni- 
ture of  the  entire  building  has  been  put  in  good  repair. 

The  interior  of  the  building  is  generally  in  good  condition. 
The  plumbing  in  some  of  the  dressing  rooms  will  need  to  be  re- 
newed as  early  as  convenient.  The  piping  in  the  chemical  labora- 
tory, which  had  been  in  position  for  ten  years,  suddenly  gave  out 
and  was  found  to  be  badly  eaten  by  the  acids  and  other  chemicals. 
It  became  necessary  to  renew  a  portion  of  it,  which  was  done  as 
promptly  as  possible,  in  order  not  to  interrupt  the  regular  work  of 
the  chemistry  class.  So  far  as  I  can  judge,  the  plumbing  of  the 
entire  laboratory  is  now  in  a  practical  and  sanitary  condition. 

During  the  year  the  school  has  made  some  additions  to  its  va- 
rious collections.  In  June,  Mr.  Henry  C.  Moses  presented  to  the 
art  collection  a  very  costly  album  of  colored  views  illustrative  of 
the  manners  of  life,  customs  and  scenery  of  Japan.  Contributions 
have  been  made  to  the  cabinet  of  minerals  by  Mr.  D.  W.  Baker  and 
Miss  Sarah  Bicknell.  A  set  of  the  bones  of  the  human  skeleton, 
together  with  a  neat  case  in  which  to  preserve  them,  has  been 
given  by  a  friend  of  the  school.  To  the  natural  history  cabinet  a 
collection  of  feather  work  has  been  donated  by  Miss  Annie  C. 
Robinson. 

The  course  of  study,  which  for  several  years  has  been  under 
gradual  revision,  was  printed  in  full  in  the  catalogue  last  year  and 
we  are  following  it  very  closely.  In  this  course  we  have  endeavored 
to  secure  an  arrangement  of  studies  that  will  give  the  pupils  who 
here  complete  their  school  life  such  an  education  as  is  demanded 
by  modern  ideas  of  school  training,  and  at  the  same  time  offer  to 
the  pupils  who  desire  to  continue  their  studies  in  higher  institutions 
a  thorough  preparation  for  entering  upon  such  studies.  There  is 
laid  down  in  the  academic  course  for  each  year  more  than  any 
pupil  can  well  pursue,  with  the  expectation  that  pupils  will  make 
selections  of  such  studies  as  will  be  profitable  to  them.     This  plan 
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contemplates  that  parents  and  teachers  will  advise  the  pupils  in  the 
selection  of  their  studies,  and  that  the  Principal  will  give  much 
time  and  thought  to  the  selections  made  and  to  the  progress  of 
the  indi\'idual  pupils.  To  this  course  of  study  I  have  devoted  a 
great  deal  of  thought  and  study  and  have  consulted  the  best  edu- 
cators in  the  country  with  regard  to  it.  I  feel  that  it  will  ultimately 
prove  a  great  u])lift  to  the  institution  and  a  blessing  to  the  pupils. 

The  school  is  in  an  excellent  working  condition.  The  pupils 
realize  that  the  world  expects  them  to  be  the  educated  women  of 
the  future,  and  they  are  in  earnest.  Our  teachers  in  every  depart- 
ment are  skilful,  and  have  at  heart  the  progress  of  the  school  and 
the  welfare  of  their  pupils.  The  past  two  years  have  witnessed 
many  changes  in  our  corps  of  instructors,  but  in  every  instance  of 
change  and  addition  the  Seminary  has  been  fortunate  in  securing 
teachers,  who  by  their  culture,  scholarship  and  womanliness  have 
won  the  respect  and  esteem  of  their  pupils  ;  by  their  skill  in  adapt- 
ing and  identifying  themselves  with  the  work  of  the  school,  are 
welcomed  by  their  associates  as  earnest  colaborers  in  the  work  of 
the  Seminary.

The  year  just  closed  affords  gratifying  proofs  not  merely  of  an 
increased  use  of  the  Library  by  the  people  of  Flxeter,  but  their 
growing  appreciation  of    its   more   valuable   features.     Of   course 
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now,  as  heretofore,  the  majority  of  readers  seek  mere  entertain- 
ment, though  even  among  this  class  the  novel  is  often  laid  aside 
for  the  book  of  travels,  the  biography  or  the  history.  Those  con- 
nected with  the  Library  can  attest  a  gradual  but  marked  improve- 
ment in  taste,  and  a  growing  demand  for  standard  treatises  on  lit- 
erature, art  and  science.  Every  year  has  witnessed  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  persons  who  wish  to  make  thorough  examination  of 
important  subjects,  and  are  not  content  with  mere  surface  informa- 
tion or  elementary  manuals.  They  ask  for  the  best  and  latest  au- 
thorities on  their  favorite  subjects,  and  their  in(]uiries  have  often 
materially  aided  the  committee  in  filling  gaps  in  leading  depart- 
ments of  science  and  literature. 

Figures  demonstrate  the  increasing  use  of  the  Library.  IXiring 
the  past  year  20,359  books  were  issued  against  17,111  during  the 
preceding  twelve  months.  The  daily  average  of  issues  has  thus 
risen  from  56  to  a  small  fraction  below  63.  The  largest  number 
taken  out  on  any  one  day  was  201.  In  1895-96  the  largest  num- 
ber was  173.  The  number  of  cards  issued  to  persons  desiring  to 
be  regular  readers  was  467.  Reading  room  statistics  are  neces- 
sarily somewhat  imperfect,  as  librarians,  busy  at  the  delivery  win- 
dow, may  have  omitted  to  count  every  comer,  but  there  were  at 
least  13,568  readers,  being  an  increase  of   161  over  1895-6. 

During  the  year  373  volumes  were  added  to  the  Library  by  pur- 
chase, and  120  volumes  and  87  pamphlets  were  received  as  gifts. 
The  number  of  volumes  bought  is  somewhat  less  than  during  the 
previous  year,  but  in  value  is  an  increase.  Valuable  and  indis- 
pensable works  of  reference,  to  be  used  only  on  the  Library  prem- 
ises, which  had  been  frequently  asked  for,  were  added  during  the 
year  on  exceptionally  favorable  terms.  These  include  the  Century 
Dictionary,  Rand  and  McNally's  two  volume  atlas  of  the  world, 
and  Larned's  voluminous  Cyclopaedia  of  History,  and  several  other 
aids  to  study  specially  accordant  with  the  provisions  of  the  Merrill 
funds. 

'J'he  catalogue  of  the  Library,  modestly  termed  a  "finding  list" 
by  its  compiler,  the  Librarian,  was  issued  early  last  summer,  and 
has  proved  a  valuable  key  to  the  treasures  of  the  Library,  including 
as   it  does  all   additicms   up   to   May,  1896.     \\ith   the   publication 
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of  an  occasional  supplement  it  ought  to  meet  all  the  needs  of  the 
public  for  some  years  to  come.  As  the  case  now  stands,  less  than 
500  of  the  more  than  10,000  volumes  in  the  Library  fail  of  men- 
tion in  its  pages. 

The  gifts  during  the  year  are  evidences  of  the  growing  interest 
of  the  people  in  the  Library,  which  has  been  truly  said  to  be  second 
in  importance  to  no  other  educational  institution  in  our  town.  To 
Dr.  Abner  L.  Merrill  the  Library  is  indebted  for  three  gold  bonds  of 
$1,000  each,  to  supplement  the  $2,000  bequeathed  by  his  late 
wife.  With  this  addition  the  gift  balances  the  late  Charles  A. 
Merrill's  legacy  of  $5,000.  Thus  a  fund  of  $10,000  has  been 
created  by  different  members  of  a  single  family.  Nor  do  the 
above  facts  exhaust  the  proofs  of  the  warm  interest  long  shown  by 
the  Merrills.  Last  year's  report  mentioned  the  anonymous  gift  of 
two  fine  photographs  of  Exeter,  England,  cathedral,  which  are  now 
hanging  on  the  walls  of  the  easterly  reading  room.  The  donor 
modestly  kept  his  name  concealed,  but  it  has  recently  leaked  out 
that  the  pictures  are  from  Mr.  Frank  A.  Merrill  of  Boston. 

Another  most  welcome  addition  to  the  reading  room  is  a  fine 
specimen  of  an  old  fashioned  tall  clock,  contributed  by  Mrs. 
Nathaniel  Gordon.  Interested  readers  are  of  all  persons  most 
oblivious  of  the  flight  of  time,  and  the  clock  is  as  useful  as  it  is 
artistic. 

Books  have  been  presented  during  the  year  by  the  National 
Government  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  former  sending 
43  volumes  and  75  pamphlets.  A.  A.  Folsom,  Esq.,  of  Boston,  an 
Exeter  boy,  contributed  5  volumes,  including  accounts  of  the 
Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company,  of  Boston,  and  its 
London  entertainer  and  namesake.  Miss  A.  E.  Mclntire  contrib- 
uted 20  ancient  works,  some  of  them  of  intrinsic  as  well  as  anti- 
quarian value.  Mr.  Edward  H.  Cilley  generously  supplemented  the 
Library's  department  of  Lincolniana  by  presenting  15  volumes 
relating  to  the  martyr  President.  Charles  H.  Knight,  Esq.,  gave  6, 
Miss  Ellen  Wentworth  5,  Mr.  Lucien  Thompson,  of  Durham,  2, 
and  Mr.  Hezekiah  Scammon  i  volume.  Pamphlets  were  received 
from  some  of  the  above  named,  and  also  from  Mr.  G.  S.  Green  of 
the  ^Vorcester  Public   Library,  Dr.  E.  O.  Otis,  Rev.  W.  L.  Ander- 
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son,  Harvard  University,  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology 
and  the  Dover  Public  Library.  Several  papers  have  likewise  been 
gratuitously  furnished  for  reading  room  use. 

Like  all  new  undertakings  the  Public  Library  started  as  an  ex- 
periment. At  first  many  regarded  it  as  limited  to  providing  gratui- 
tous reading,  mainly  for  young  people.  There  were  others  who 
saw  farther,  and  had  the  wisdom  to  foresee  the  expansion  of  an 
institution  which  had  such  slender  beginnings.  They  realized  its 
importance,  and  carefully  nurtured  it  through  every  stage  of  its 
growth.  But  for  good  management  in  its  earlier  days,  like  many 
similar  enterprises,  it  would  have  stagnated,  perhaps  died.  Its 
administration  won  respect,  and  developed  interest.  The  town  came 
generously  to  the  aid  of  the  managers,  and  as  each  succeeding 
year  gave  new  proof  of  the  good  work  the  Library  was  doing,  in- 
creased its  appropriations.  Now  in  its  thirty-fourth  year  it  has  a 
number  of  volumes  on  its  shelves  surpassed  by  only  three  or  four 
similar  collections  in  the  State.  There  are  those  now  living  who 
will  see  three,  perhaps  four  times  ten  thousand  volumes  on  its  cata- 
logue. It  is  no  longer  an  experiment,  but  a  sound  investment  to 
be  guarded  and  cherished  until  its  present  rich  returns  have  expe- 
rienced a  manifold  increase.  Not  only  will  it  diffuse  exceptional 
intelligence  among  all  classes  of  our  citizens,  but  will  attract  most 
desirable  new  residents  to  our  town.  The  committee  are  united  in 
the  hope  that  last  year's  appropriation  will  be  repeated,  feeling  that 
the  interests  of  the  town  and  the  Library  are  in  this  case  identical. 

In  closing  their  report,  the  committee,  not  as  a  mere  matter  of 
form,  but  as  a  pleasant  duty,  would  bear  testimony  to  the  efficiency, 
diligence  and  courtesy  of  the  Librarian  and  her  assistants.

TOWN  WARRANT. 


To  the  qualified  voters  of  the  Town  of  Exeter : 

You  are  hereby  requested  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  town 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, to  act  on  the  following  subjects  : 

I  St.     To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  a  Town  Clerk. 

2nd.     To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  three  Selectmen. 

3rd.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  one  Trustee  of  the 
Robinson  Female  Seminary  for  the  term  of  seven  years. 

4th.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers,  auditors  or 
committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5  th.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  support  of  schools,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  for  repair- 
ing the  highways,  for  repairing  and  building  bridges,  for  repairing 
and  building  sidewalks,  for  building  drains  and  sewers,  for  payment 
of  the  town  debt,  for  lighting  the  streets,  for  defraying  the  expense 
of  decorating  the  graves  of  Union  soldiers,  and  for  other  charges 
arising  within  the  town,  and  for  the  pay  of  the  firemen  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

6th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to 
procure  by  contract  a  tract  of  land  lying  west  of  the  town  library 
lot  and  adjoining  the  same,  extending  one  hundred  feet  northerly 
from  the  northerly  side  of  Front  street,  and  extending  westerly  from 
the  westerly  line  of  said  library  lot  not  more  than  eighty  feet  nor 
less  than  fifty- three  feet,  and  in  case  they  shall  be  unable  to  procure 
said  land  at  a  fair  price  by  contract,  to  take  the  same  and  assess  the 
damages  as  provided  in  Section  6,  Chapter  40,  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
and  to  appropriate  money  therefor. 

7th.  Upon  petition  of  Winslow  A.  Shaw  and  sixteen  others,  to 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  a  hydrant  on  Jady  Hill  street, 
opposite  the  residence  of  \Villiam  McLane. 
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8th.  Upon  petition  of  George  A.  Edmunds  and  fifty  others,  to 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  the  firemen  the  sum  of  twenty 
cents  per  hour  in  fighting  brush  fires. 

-  9th.  Upon  petition  of  John  M.  Wadleigh  and  eighty  others,  to 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  ($2,500)  twen- 
ty-five hundred  dollars  for  fifty,  more  or  less,  electric  arc  lights  to 
light  the  pubhc  streets  of  Exeter  each  night  until  midnight  during 
the  ensuing  fiscal  year  and  pro  rata  for  any  part  thereof,  said  arc 
lights  to  be  furnished  by  any  party  or  parties  running  dynamos  for 
this  or  other  purposes. 

loth.  Upon  petition  of  W.  P.  Chadwick  and  others,  to  see  if 
the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars 
($400)  for  the  improvement  of  Oilman  park. 

nth.  Upon  request  of  Edwin  G.  Eastman  and  others  to  see 
what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for 
the  erection  of  a  receiving  tomb  and  chapel  in  the  New  cemetery 
in  this  town. 

12  th.  Upon  petition  of  Robert  Scott  and  eleven  others,  to  see  if 
the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  Chapter  124  of  the 
Public  Statutes,  relating  to  the  licensing  of  suitable  persons  to  be 
dealers  in  and  keepers  of  shops  for  the  purchase  and  sale  or  barter 
of  old  junk,  old  metals,  second  hand  articles,  cotton  or  woolen  mill 
waste,  unfinished  cloth  or  woolen  mill  yarns  in  an  unfinished  state, 
not  of  family  manufacture.
